Americans shall learn of what 
has happened In the nation and 
in the world each day.

Newspapers Too 

After televisfon, daily 
newspapers are the most In- 
fluential mass medium In 
America. Sixty-two million of 
them are sold (and, 
presumably, read) each day. 

Those 62,000,000 copies are 
divided between some 1,700 
different publications. One 
might guess that the sheer 
number of different newspapers 
would in itself provide a 
guarantee against minority 
control of this Mtportant 
medium. Unfortunately, such is 
not the case. 

Today, more than half the 
daily newspaper circulation in 
America is controlled directly, 
and the remainder Indirectly, 
by Jews, a minority group 
which makes up only 2.9 per 
cent of the total population.

The Washington Post was 
founded In 1877 by Stilson 
Hutchins and purchased from 
him In 1905 by John R. Maclewi. 

In 1933, at the height of the 
Great Depression. Maclean was 
forced Into bankruptcy, and the 
Washington Post was sold at 
auction to Eugene AAeyer, a 
Jewish financier, for a trifling 
$825,000.

PREFACE 



This investigation is based on information which 
indicates that the National Youth Alliance (NYA) is engaged 
in activities which could involve a violation of Title 18, 
United States Code, 2383 (Rebellion or Insurrection); 2384 
(Seditious Conspiracy); 2385 (Advocating the Overthrow of 
the Government); 231-233 (Civil Disorders); 2101-2102 (Anti- .' 
riot Laws); 241 (Conspiracy Against Rights of Citizens); and , , 
245 (Federally Protected Activities). ' '■ 

The NYA was originally formed from a nucleus of 
Youth for (GEORGE C.) WALLACE supporters following the 1968 
Presidential election for the stated purpose of countering 
radical leftist and anarchist influences on the campuses of 
American colleges and universities. Its efforts to establish 
in this country a German-type national socialism of the HITLER 
era emphasize white racist and anti-Semitic policies. The 
NYA tabloid newspaper, "Attack!" in its Summer, 1971, (Number 6) 
issue, advocated revoluntionary action to destroy the existing 
system, since "It is no longer possible to cure the System.,.. 
by Constitutional methods." A series of articles entitled 
"Revolutionary Notes" published in "Attack!" beginning in the 
Summer, 1971, (Number 6) issue, and concluding in the October, 
1972, (Number 15) issue, provided readers with instructions and 
diagrams for the construction of simple incendiary and explosive 
devices and techniques of guerrilla warfare "for use in counter- 
revolutionary situations."

The 
result has been that a number of young men of Mr. Bingel's acquaintance who

During early 1969* it became apparent that elements 
within the NYA were oriented tovjards fascism, or Nazism. 
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The February, 197^, issue of "Attack", the tabloid 
newspaper published by the NYA, announced the formation of a 
new organisation called the National Alliance (NA). The nev; 
organization was described as a "superstructure for an 
anticipated array of SDecialiEedX>jfw.rdinating groups."
